Robbers stop woman, 83, from calling for help

Nigel Smith said; “The victim is 
very distressed but has not suf¬ 
fered any serious injuries. 

“Clearly, given the victim’s age 
and with her suffering from ill 
health, we are concerned for her 
welfare after suffering such an 
ordeal. 

“There were two men who 
entered this property - one was con¬ 
fronted by the elderly lady and 
another man continued to search 


the house whilst she was dis¬ 
tracted. 

“Fortunately nothing was stolen 
but we still need to trace them as 
soon as possible.” 

The first man has been described 
as white, with a thin slight build 
with black hair and clean shaven. 
He had a Midlands accent and wore 
a dark coat, trousers and shoes. 

The second man was described 
as being white, again with a Mid¬ 


lands accent. He is of a heavy, 
stocky build and was wearing a 
fawn coloured flat cap and dark 
clothing, unfortunately the hair 
colour is unknown.

FOUNDER OF 
HOSPICE DIES 



Jock Poyner 


A charity pioneer and former Hale¬ 
sowen head teacher whose deter¬ 
mined nature influenced people 
and organisations in Stourbridge has 
died. 

Jock Poyner, MBE, was a former mayor of 
Stourbridge, secretary of Stourbridge FC and 
joint-founder of Mary Stevens Hospice. 

He passed away at Russells Hall Hospital last 
week aged 89. Edinburgh-born Mr Poyner was 
described as being “very approachable, pleasant 
and positive thinking”. 

His son David said: “He was very much a loving 
family man who gave me and my brother 
(Jonathan) so much encouragement. 

“He always gave a lot of pleasure to other people 
through what he did.” 

As well as being heavily involved in football, edu-

cation, charity and politics, Mr Poyner was a 
Second World War pilot who flew in Lancaster 
bombing operations. After the war he played foot¬ 
ball semi-professionally for West Bromwich Albion 
and Birmingham City, before playing for Stour¬ 
bridge and Brierley Hill. He became secretary of 
Stourbridge FC until 1973. 

He taught at Hill Street School, Stourbridge, and 
Crabbe Street School, Lye, and was headteacher at 
Tenterfields Primary School, Halesowen, until his 
retirement in 1982. 

In 1968 he became the youngest mayor in Stour¬ 
bridge’s history and served two terms until 1970. 
The Pedmore resident was made an honorary aider- 
man by Dudley Council and was awarded the MBE 
in 1997. The longest-lasting of his legacies will be

Adam Rogers and Simon Lisseter 
will finally be heading off on the once- 
in-a-lifetime charity expedition from 
Plymouth to Dakar this weekend. 

They were thwarted in their efforts 
to undertake the three-week trip last 
year after the Home Office recom¬ 
mended No Travel to Mauritania in 
Africa, through which the duo were 
due to drive.

A HALESOWEN Con¬ 
servative councillor 
has suspended himself 
from the party after an 
email sent to council 
members as a joke 
sparked a racism row.

Turner last week apol¬ 
ogised for the “error” 
and said he would 
attend a cultural 
awareness course. 

The member for 
Hayley Green and 
Cradley South has 
been referred to 
Dudley Council’s stan¬ 
dards committee by 
Labour Councillor Tim 
Crumpton who 

branded the joke “dis¬ 
gusting”. 

Councillor Turner 
circulated an email on 
December 2 on his 
council account to all 
councillors containing 
what was called a joke 
about a Somalian 
immigrant. 

The email describes 
it as “maybe the best 
joke of the year”. 

Error 

It talks of a Soma¬ 
lian immigrant in 
London who asks a 
series of people if they 
are British before 
being told by an 
African lady all the 
British are probably 
“at work”. 

Councillor Turner 
said he had no inten¬ 
tion of stepping down 
from his council seat. 

“It was a joke that I 
thought would maybe 
raise a titter but when 
I heard that someone 
may have taken 
offence to it I instantly 
apologised. 

“It was an error and 
I realise that. I will let 
the procedures take 
their course and I am 
going to attend a diver¬ 
sity awareness course. 

He said he had been 
under pressure 

because members of

and he had also been 
devoting up to 12 
hours a day to his 
public duties.

Banned 
dog club 
gets new 
centre 

A DOG training club 
kicked out of a Black 
Country community 
centre in a row over 
germs has found a new 
home. 

Stourbridge and Dis¬ 
trict Canine Society was 
told to leave Cradley 
Community Centre in 
Colley Lane over health 
and safety fears, which 
club members branded 
“barking mad”. 

Cradley Community 
Association was con¬ 
cerned the dogs might 
leave germs that could 
pose a health risk to chil¬ 
dren using the centre. 

The group said last 
week it had found a new 
home and would be start¬ 
ing meetings in February 
but refused to reveal the 
location for the time 
being. 

It said it was within a 
few miles of the commu¬ 
nity centre and members 
already knew its loca¬ 
tion.

Committee member 
Chris Smith said: “We 
have been able to find 
another home so we will 
be able to continue 
regular meetings from 
February. 

“We have only had to 
change the day from 
Thursday to Tuesday.”

Go-ahead for 
£1.2m mosque 

A £1.2 million mosque and community 
centre will be built in the Brierley Hill 
after councillors gave the go-ahead.

A JOBLESS man has been jailed for 10 weeks for stealing lead from 
Dudley Zoo buildings and a church near Wolverhampton. Aaron Safe 
admitted taking the metal from an 1800s stone building and toilet 
block at Dudley Zoo and the roof of All Saints Church, Trysull. 

He was sentenced to 10 weeks in prison for the church theft and nine weeks 
for the taking of lead from Dudley Zoo in Castle Hill. The sentences will run con¬ 
currently. The father-of-one pleaded guilty to the charges at a previous hearing. 

Safe, aged 28, of Padarn Close, Sedgley, was one of two men who had been 
seen on the roof of the church building, in School Road, on September 2 by a 
member of the public, Cannock magistrates heard. He was seen stripping lead 


flashing from the roof and rolling it up 

Police were called and Safe identi¬ 
fied as one of the men on the roof. 

He was also one of four men who had 
climbed on the roof of a building at 
Dudley Zoo on October 31 and stripped 
away lead, magistrates were told. 

Police were called after their vehicle 
was spotted on a car park near the zoo. 
Three men had been arrested at the 
scene and Safe later on the same day. 

Mrs Sonia Durrant-Clarke, prose¬ 
cuting, said significant damage had 
been caused to the roof of the zoo build¬ 
ings and meant they were no longer 
weather proof. 

“The amount of the lead taken from 
the zoo was worth around £300 but the 
damage left ran into thousands of 
pounds,” she said. 

Mr Steve Hamblett, defending, said 
Safe had fallen in with a bad crowd 
after losing his job. “He had debts and 
in pursuit of a quick fix to get money 
got involved in this.”

Bills for 
security 
cameras 
top £5m 

MORE than £5 
million has been spent 
installing and operat¬ 
ing CCTV cameras in 
Sandwell over the last 
three years, making it 
the second biggest 
spending authority on 
security in the 
country. 

Figures obtained 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act show 
that Sandwell comes 
only second to Birming¬ 
ham, which spent more 
than £ 10m. 

The data, obtained by 
campaign group Big 
Brother Watch, shows 
that in Sandwell just 
over £4m was spent on 
staffing, while the rest 
went on installing CCTV 
and maintenance of the 
camera network. 

The borough has spent 
millions more than its 
neighbour Dudley, which 
is number 149 on the list 
after spending £806,355. 

South Staffordshire at 
192nd spent £578,000, 
Wolverhampton was 
199th spending 

£564,890, and Cannock 
Chase 221st after a 
spend of £445,724. 

Walsall, Staffordshire, 
and Stafford Borough 
Council failed to respond 
to the request for infor¬ 
mation.

In the last three years, 
£601,733 was spent on 
installing equipment.

A TWO-DAY public inquiry 
will be held in January to 
determine whether a footpath 
in a Halesowen conservation 
area can be closed to make way 
for a new cricket club.

Friends of Coombeswood group 
spokesman Sue Yeadon said: “I 
hope the paths can be left as they 
are. They have been used by 
walkers for decades.” 

Council spokesman Chris 
Howes said: “The council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee granted 
planning permission for a sports 
facility in September 2009. 

“As part of the development 
process the council advertised 
orders to close and divert public 
footpaths, which prompted objec¬ 
tions.” 

A decision will be made within

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Explosion 
causes 
chaos 
in town 


AN EXPLOSION caused 
chaos in Dudley town centre 
when a manhole cover was 
hurled through the air, 
smashing two shop windows. 

It led to the closure of part 
of a busy shopping street. 
Two workers were treated for 
shock after the underground 
explosion on Tuesday. 

Dozens of workers turned 
up to find a 300-yard section 
of the High Street between 
Stone Street and Stafford 
Street, cordoned off by police. 

An electrical fault in an 
underground sub-station 
caused the blast which blew 
off a manhole cover outside 
WH Smith, smashing two of 
the shop’s windows. 

Witnesses reported seeing 
flames leap from the manhole 
with plumes of smoke filling 
the area at about 7.30am. 

The road closure caused 
long queues of traffic which 
stretched along Stafford 
Street, The Inhedge and 
Vicar Street, while delays 
were also caused on the 
Dudley Southern By-Pass. 

Jane Walsh, aged 35, who 
was walking down the High 
Street when the explosion 
happened, said: “I heard this 
huge bang and breaking 
glass. I turned round and saw 
these flames coming out of 
the manhole. It was really 
scary.” 

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service treated two people at 
the scene for shock. Investi¬ 
gations were carried out into 
the High Streetelectrical 
supply to make sure it is safe. 

Santander bank worker 
Mark Terry said: “It’s quite a 
shock to turn up for work and 
see all this going on.” 


Late night 
warden bid 
to cut crime 


WARDENS are set to patrol the 
streets of Sandwell late at night in a 
bid to cut crime. 

Borough safety bosses want a team of six 
wardens to target hotspot areas until 2am 
in a scheme that would cost £236,150 in its 
first year. Currently warden patrols across 
Sandwell only run from 10am to 10pm, 
with incidents after 10pm dealt with by the 
police. 

Sandwell’s neighbourhoods chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley, said: ‘We already have 
a pilot where we patrol between 6pm and 
10pm in various problem areas.” 

Councillor Rowley added: “It has shown 
the number of alcohol confiscations go up, 
anti-social behaviour appears to be going 
down and customer satisfaction goes up. 


This late night patrol would be about tar¬ 
getting areas of anti-social behaviour. 
People would be able to ring a number and 
we are anticipating responding to them in 
about 20 minutes. If there is criminal activ¬ 
ity it would be a matter for the police but 
general anti social-behaviour we can 
respond to. 

Recommended 

“I have got to look at the report and if we 
can make other savings we will try to bring 
it in.” 

Proposals for the scheme are detailed in 
an interim report of Sandwell’s select com¬ 
mittee on “community safety and percep¬ 
tions of crime” which was established in 
May. The proposals were discussed by 
Sandwell’s full council 
recently before a final report 
is completed next spring. 

The report states the com¬ 
mittee would like to see a 
pilot trial of a mobile 
warden service with two 
senior wardens and four 
wardens to be deployed 
across the borough using 
information from neigh¬ 
bourhoods and the 
borough’s CCTV control 
room with the aim of 
responding to incidents 
within 20 minutes. 

The committee have also 
recommended that addi¬ 
tional links be made 
between CCTV and uni¬ 
formed patrolling services 
and has proposed a joining 
up of uniformed patrols, 
street, park and parking 
enforcement. 


Pubs may pay for 
late-night policing 


STOURBRIDGE town cen¬ 
tre pubs and clubs could 
soon be told to foot the bill 
for the extra cost of policing 
the area late at night at 
weekends - sparking an 
angry reaction from the 
owners of two major venues.

closed down after a drop 
in membership and 
trade. Brierley Hill 
Labour Club, in Pearson 
Street, is on sale for 
£325,000. 

The club, which was 
founded in the 1930s, 
went into administration 
after starting to lose 
thousands of pounds 
when business plum¬ 
meted. 

It was shut and put 
into administration after 
profits dropped.

Shoppers were allowed 
to use the car park, but 
this failed to bring in 
extra trade. 

The club had been used 
for live music events, but 
business fell off. 

Linda Clayton, a 
manager at Begbies 
Traynor, said the three 
trustees fell behind 
repaying a Marstons 
brewery loan. 

“The brewery have a 
charge over the property 
in exchange for money 
loaned to the club.”

Minchin magic for a 
marvellous Matilda 


Roald Dahl’s Matilda:A«Musical, 

Royal Shakespeare Company, 

The Courtyard, Stratford-upon-Avon 

ROALD Dahl's darkly humorous story of a 
child genius who gets revenge on a loveless 
family and cruel headmistress is brought to 
life in this vibrant and memorable production 
by the RSC. 

The witty and tuneful songs by Australian come¬ 
dian and composer Tim Minchin are superb, and 
superbly performed by a well-choreographed cast 
in one of the most cleverly designed shows I have 
ever seen. 


such as when the monstrous headmistress Miss 
Trunchbull twirls a schoolgirl by her pigtails and a 
schoolboy apparently devours a giant chocolate 
cake. 

Adaptor Dennis Kelly has enhanced rather than 
condensed Dahl's original story, which is a celebra¬ 
tion of the power of books and a condemnation of 
selfish adults. 

Stand out performances included Paul Kaye as 
Matilda's dodgy car dealer dad and Josie Walker as 
her ballroom dancing obsessed mum, both incred¬ 
ibly loud and venal. Kaye specialises in these manic 
comic roles but also brings a flicker of humanity to 
his dreadful dad when he shows one brief moment

Laugh a lot at Spamalot 


Monty Python's Spamalot, 

Alexandra Theatre, Birmingham 

HAVING spent an hour stuck in traffic and 
then had my face stung by the sub-zero tem¬ 
perature, it is fair to say I wasn't inclined to 
Always Look on the Bright Side of Life. 

But two hours after curtain up on Spamalot, I 
was merrily singing along with this ironic 


Python anthem. The musical mayhem that is Spa¬ 
malot, "lovingly ripped off" from the film Monty 
Python and the Holy Grail by Eric Idle and John Du 
Prez, is a joyously silly romp through Arthurian legend 
- featuring a killer rabbit, Finnish folk dancers, 
knights who say 'ni', dancing plague victims, rude 
Frenchmen and a personal appearance by God on 
video (looking a lot like Eric Idle). 

A small but hard 
working cast give 
themselves over 
entirely to the daftness 
including Matthew 
Kelly as a perplexed 
King Arthur, I'd Do 
Anything winner Jodie 
Prenger as a showbiz 
diva Lady of the Lake 
and Todd Carty as 
trusty servant Patsy. 

The knights to 
remember are played 
by the hilarious trio of 
Samuel Holmes, David 
Langham and Simon 
Lipkin. 

The show is also a 
good natured mickey 
take of West End musi¬ 
cals and throws in a 
few topical and 
Brummie orientated 
gags too. It continues 
at the Alex to January 
1. 


Bertie Carvel in drag as 
the no-neck Olympic 
hammer throwing Miss 
Trunchbull was all the 
more scary for the meas¬ 
ured, clipped way he 
delivered his lines, hinting 
at a rage simmering 
underneath. Her maxim is 
that to teach children, you 
must first break their 
spirit. 

Lauren Ward was in fine 
voice as the loving and 
encouraging Miss Honey, 
the teacher who finally 
overcomes her fear to 
stand up for Matilda. The 
moment when Matilda 
hugs Miss Honey brings a 
tear to the eye. 

Genius 

But most praise must 
go to Kerry Ingram, one of 
three girls playing Matilda 
at different performances. 
A little girl with a big voice, 
she radiated vulnerability 
blended with determina¬ 
tion and fortitude. She 
was marvellous. 

It doesn't take a genius 
mind like Matilda's to 
work out that this show 
should transfer to the 
West End. 

If you love Roald Dahl's 
stories, if you love a great 
show, you should catch 
Matilda before it ends its 
Stratford run on January 
30.

Better 
deal for 
job-loss 
workers 

REDUNDANCY pay¬ 
ments for term-time 
workers at Dudley 
Council will rise as it 
updates policy ahead of 
expected job cuts. 

Changes affect em¬ 
ployees who work in 
schools and other areas of 
the council during school 
time only. They will get a 
bigger slice of their 
annual pay if they are 
made redundant. 

A report on the council 
website states that until 
now, workers were paid a 
regular monthly salary, 
spreading out their earn¬ 
ings across the year by 
dividing their annual 
salary by 52. 

A landmark employ¬ 
ment tribunal in 2002 
stated that was just for 
“administrative conven¬ 
ience” and it was only fair 
for employees’ annual 
salary to be divided by 
the number of weeks they 
actually work. 

It means redundancy 
pay will rise because it 
will be calculated on the 
number of weeks worked 
rather than on smaller 
salary instalments. 

The ruling said: “It 
seems just that their 
redundancy payments 
should be calculated on 
the basis of weeks actu¬ 
ally worked and not on 
the basis of a notional 52- 
week calculation, which 
takes into account weeks 
they did not work and for 
which they were not paid 
to work.” 


Buses leave elderly 
struggling to hospital 


Pals stage fundraising show 


TWO teenage sisters 
helped raise more than 
£550 for charity with a 
fundraising evening star¬ 
ring them and their 
friends. 

Cydony and Reagan 
Shepherd, aged 14 and 13, 
organised the show after 
they heard about three- 
year-old Lewis McKenzie- 
Farnell’s battle with 
kidney cancer, and decided 
to help. 

They recruited friends 
Matt Pittaway, aged 15, 
Billie Jeavons, 14, Tia 
Dhami, 12; Tom Withers, 
aged nine; Katie Teitge,

aged 15, to join in. 

It was at Beacon Centre 
for the Blind, Wolver¬ 
hampton Road East, 
Sedgley, on Saturday night 
for friends and family and 
residents.

Lewis’s mother Fiona 
O’Connor “was over¬ 
whelmed that the kids had 
done all that for her little 
boy,” Mrs Steadman 
added.

ELDERLY people and families in 
Coseley are struggling to get to hospi¬ 
tal appointments because there are 
no direct bus routes, it has been 
claimed. 

Residents in the area have to catch two 
buses to reach both Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley and New Cross Hospital, 
Wolverhampton. Ward councillor Susan 
Ridney raised the issue at a Dudley 
Council cabinet meeting but was told there 
were limited funds for the authority to set 
up a bus service. 

She said: “It is really difficult for some 
people. Lots have been complaining about 
it. If someone is going to hospital, it is for a 
reason, so they are usually too infirm to 
walk very far to a bus stop, or even get two 
buses. This needs addressing.” 

Councillor Ridney said Coseley had 
recently lost the 582 bus route running 
through Wallbrook to Dudley. So residents 
now have to walk to Birmingham New 
Road, to catch the 126 to Dudley bus 
station, and then get the 246 to Russells 
Hall. To reach New Cross, a two-bus 
journey via Wolverhampton city centre or 
Bilston could take nearly an hour. 

Councillor Ridley raised the issue at the 
meeting in response to the council’s new 
Health Inequalities Strategy. The strategy 
states the authority will “create and 
develop healthy and sustainable places 
and communities” by improving access to 
transport. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet 
member for transportation, said bus 
routes to the hospitals had been with¬ 
drawn in recent years as they were often 
half empty. He added: “Certain services 
can, where possible, be subsidised through 
Centro but if they aren’t used enough then 
it’s a problem.” 


Call to ban school parking 


PARKING bans should be intro¬ 
duced around schools in Dudley at 
peak periods to encourage fami¬ 
lies to walk, a council chief has 
said. 

The suggestion was made as Dudley 
Council tries to reduce the number of 
children being driven to school - 
despite appointing an “adviser” to 
tackle the problem in the summer. 

Dudley Councillor Adrian Turner, 
cabinet member for personnel, legal and 


property, said parking should be out¬ 
lawed within three quarters of a mile of 
schools. 

He said the laws should be enforced for 
an hour in the morning and at home time 
in the afternoon. 

Persuasion 

“This is the only way we are going to 
stop people taking their children to 
school in a car,” he said. 

The council launched a campaign in 
May to encourage children to walk, cycle 
or use public transport. 


An adviser was appointed to help 
schools write travel plans. 

But a report to a cabinet meeting last 
week claimed that 34 per cent of children 
were driven to school regularly in 2009. 

The target for this year is 33 per cent. 

Councillor Susan Ridney said schools 
needed “more persuasion” to develop 
travel plans. 

She said: “A scheme where a group of 
children are walked to school and pick 
some others up on the way would be 
good.” 
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Inquest family ‘satisfied’ with 
verdict on deadly legion bug

THE family of a 
Dudley mother who 
died in a Legionnaires’ 
Disease outbreak have 
spoken of their relief at 
the inquest verdict. 

They said it answered 
some of their questions 
about how Patricia 
Ashton was infected 
three years ago. 

An inquest jury at 
Smethwick found that the 
source of the bug which 
killed Mrs Ashton was 
industrial, although the 
exact site it came from is 
still a mystery. 

The family’s lawyers 
are still investigating 
before deciding if it is pos¬ 
sible to make a legal claim 
against any company. 

The 51-year-old former 
care assistant had battled 
through cancer and was 
in remission when she 
was rushed into Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital 
with breathing difficul¬ 


ties on August 5, 2007. 

She died two days later 
from pneumonia caused 
by the legionella bac¬ 
terium. 

The jury returned a 
verdict of death from 
industrial disease on Mrs 
Ashton, of Newland 
Grove, Holly Hall. 

Son Ian Ashton, aged 
33, of Queensway, Stour¬ 
bridge, said after the 
hearing: “It’s been a 
stressful three years and 
our solicitors have worked 
very hard to get us 
through to today. 

Remission 

“We’re happy with the 
outcome because we know 
now it was an industrial 
cause, even though we 
don’t know where it came 
from.” 

Mrs Ashton, who lived 
with her other son, Craig, 
30, had been diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin’s lym¬ 


phoma in 2004 but had 
undergone chemotherapy 
and had been in remission 
for 18 months when she 
caught Legionnaires’ 
Disease. 

Her daughter-in-law, 
Ian’s wife Kate, said: “She 
was rushed into hospital 
on my birthday and it was 
horrible to see her after¬ 
wards on breathing 
devices.” 

She added: ““All she 
ever wanted was to be a 
grandmother but it 
wasn’t until after she died 
that I found out that I was 
pregnant with our first 
child, Spencer, who is now 
two. 

“We also now have a 
daughter, Maisie, who’s 
nine months old. 

“The most gutting part 
is that she never knew she 
was going to be a nan and 
never saw her grandchil¬ 
dren.” 


Prime sites bought to 
help zoo and museum 


DUDLEY Zoo’s chief executive has 
welcomed a major step towards a new 
tourist attraction to be centred on the 
zoo and nearby Black Country Living 
Museum. 

Dudley Council has revealed it had 
bought two prime sites in the town centre, 
paving the way for development of the 
Castle Hill area. It includes proposals to 
introduce joint tickets for the zoo, museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust which will be 


linked by a new road. A planned joint 
entrance off Tipton Road will provide 
better access to the three sites. 

“Tourism is a major growth area across 
the country, growing faster than manufac¬ 
turing, so is hugely important to the 
borough, “ said zoo chief Peter Suddock. 

Dudley Council deputy leader Councillor 
Les Jones said it had bought the former 
Gala Bingo hall and Royal Brierley Crystal 
site for an undisclosed sum. 

“The Castle Hill and zoo sites are major 


contributors to the regeneration of Dudley 
town centre and real progress is being 
made towards this vision,” he said. 

The Castle Hill redevelopment plans 
have been on the back burner since funding 
talks broke down with Advantage West 
Midlands in February 2008. Council chiefs 
are looking at how to generate funding for 
the scheme. The bingo hall, formerly 
Dudley Hippodrome, closed last Septem¬ 
ber. The building’s rear may be redevel¬ 
oped to open up the view of Dudley Castle.

Police seize 
drugs during 
crackdown 

HUNDREDS of cannabis plants were 
seized, buses searched and four people 
charged in the first week of a Dudley 
police clamp down on drug crimes. 

Police found around 550 cannabis 
plants, 25 wraps of cocaine and related 
drug equipment as part of Operation 
Advent, in which 24 warrants will be 
executed in the run-up to Christmas. 

Six arrests have already been made. 
The latest warrants were executed at 
houses in Marigold Crescent and Ivy 
Road, Wrens Nest, last Monday . 

A 38-year-old woman was arrested 
on suspicion of being concerned in the 
supply of a controlled drug after bags 
of cannabis were found in Marigold 
Crescent. Two men were arrested in 
Ivy Road, and cannabis seized. 

An 18-year-old man was charged 
with possession of a controlled drug 
and was due to appear before Dudley 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday. A 27- 
year-old man was arrested at the 
address and received a police caution 
for possession of a controlled drug. 

The operation was launched with a 
raid in Masters Lane, Halesowen, on 
December 1 where more than 500 
cannabis plants were seized. There 
have been raids in Udall Road, 
Coseley, Love Lane, Stourbridge, and 
Highview Street, Kates Hill.

MORE than 30,000 patients have 
been treated at Dudley’s walk-in 
centre in 12 months helping to relieve 
pressure at the Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal’s emergency department, and 
speed up ambulance response times. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service has 
praised the clinic for helping free up crews 
to respond to 999 calls. It has also cut the 
number of people going to the hospital 
emergency department with less serious 
matters. 

Conditions such chest infections, rashes, 
minor cuts and injuries, breathing difficul¬ 
ties and vomiting can all be dealt with at 
the walk-in clinic in Stourbridge Road, 
Holly Hall. 

In the past three months alone, ambu¬ 
lance bosses say they have taken more 
than 40 patients to the centre instead of to 
the hospital. Other patients have either 
been referred to the centre by doctors or 
turned up under their own steam. 

Dudley South Group Station Manager, 
Martyn Pugh, said: “The walk-in centre is 
a great example of alternative care. 

Trend 

“Not only does it help our Trust to 
respond to more 999 calls but ultimately 
patients are receiving the best possible 
care for their conditions.” 

Centre manager Beryl Wickstead said: 
“The number of patients we’ve seen 
through ambulance ‘drop offs’ has 
increased over the last six months and we 
hope this trend continues. 

“Patients can expect to be seen and 
treated on average within half an hour. ” 
Sue Roberts, of Dudley Primary Care 
Trust, said: “These diverts mean that 
people are being seen in the most appropri¬ 
ate place and help to ensure that our emer¬ 
gency department is able to treat the most 
critical patients in need of emergency 
medical attention.”

Pitch puts cricket club in the right lane

But this has been temporarily 
delayed due to the bad weather - 
although club officials say the 
official opening date for the pitch 
is still February 5 as planned. 

It is the latest in a series of 
funding boosts for the club which 
have taken place over the past 
five years.
